In spite 0/ Itic itnirersal will lor iicnce, iitlernational tension 
increases from day to dan. Oocs //i/.s- «irai» tlial war is inevitable'.' 
We firndii liclievc that was as a product of social organization, is 
II monster vf wiai's own wakhiij. It can therefore l>e controlled if 
only its inner nicctianisni is discovered and subjected to the nnited 
irill of fieoples the world oner. This deep-rooted conviction- — of 
Ihc effeciiveness of a united stand for peace— is the basic premise, 
of onr position. 

Such a stand, if it is lo be at alt successful must be based on 
a clear undcrslandinij of all questions connected with peace and 
war. W'c (Canadian students ore in particular concerned with 
such matters as (lanadas foreijin policp — her relations with the 
League and the Umpire. In addition we face the broader prob- 
lems of the individu- ' and his •attitude to war — chauvinistic edu- 
cation jind propaiiandn— racial and religious antagonisms. 
l^^JLfiB^SPJ^i'-S'^oii'ijiy jjpprKÇiutioM-ofi these^vilal^questiuns. onr- 
^ field of. clear vision willMc^^iWi'Si each issue arises, the path 
that leads to peace will pe^ftSrls^iWdicaled. 

Can Canadian foreign policii he controlled by the Canadian 
people'.' In a dcnwcracii it would be .strange indeed if we had to 
rviilii in ihc négative, individual members of Parliament as well 
OS Cnl'ind ministers arc sensitive lo public opinion. They are 
rrcnj dni influenced and governed bp what organizations in 
their constituencies believe. And it is the;/ who determine our 
countrp's stand at licnevn. in London and at home. It is bij this 
contact between mcwbcrs of parliament and llieir constituents 
lhat popular opinion is transformed into governmenUd poling and 
action. .1 well-informed and strongly-<.iriiani:ed public opinion is 
Iherejore the best guarantee th-^t the policy of our government will 
at alt limes be directed iow -rds keeping our country out of war. 
It is our greatest safeguard against action motivated by selfish 
or parlisaii interest. 

The Student Peace Movement exists primarily In order to 
build up such an enlightened public opinion, .is a student move' 
mcnt it focusses its attention on the campus and the high-schools. 
Hut it at oil limes seeks to keep in close contact with peace organ- 
izutions worldng among >ther sections of the population. Among 
the activities it proposes are the following: 

1. Hesearch committees to unearth and publish material re- 
lating to peace and war, 

2. Study circles w.ierc the members of the movement to- 
'ictlier examine some of the issues mentioned above. 

Addresses lo the student body delivered by prominent 
and well-injornifd speakers. 

Tlic Student Pca'-e Moi'emenl believes that these uctiuitics. 
bg organizing tlif will for peace, are bat fulfilling the needs of 
Hie present 'siluntion. It is heartened by the realization that it 
is not uloni- in these efforts for peace. Throughout ihc world there 
are millions of allies who are with it determined that war must 
he buniched from this earth, 

Tlie S.I'.il. realizes lhat many students are today dominated by 
a iceling of futility, u:id have given up all hope of world peace. 
Others shrug their slioulders and pretend that they arc not con- 
cerned with this problem, whlch'-^to quote the memorable words 
of Princii>al Morgan — "inalleri more than unylhing else in the 
world. " To all these students the S,P..M. resolutely offers an al- 
ternative — that of joining in the heroic struggle to build a warless 
world.

.\ttcr emph'isl'rting the distinction be- 
tween Economic and i'olltlclil Science, 
and tho di'pendcnce of Ihn former upon 
tlir l.iKi'r, Mr. .S.iiuiwcll traced briefly 
the development of international tnido 
from 1S30 to lOM.' Tida dcvcUipincnt 
led economists to rcgitrd the world ub 
a I'dmmunlly, In which populations 
could be iihiricil.to secure more udvnn 
tiiKcous dovoloimiciit of re.iotirrcs, nnd 
^lllvn and itideiiltiicd labor lie i>Inced 
whore it would be most, productive. 
However, this method Is ijow regarded 
as repugnant l.>y dcmocmtlc states, 
War I'niPtt- ^sliowii 

"Tlil.s iIohIic of tlio polllliMl unit to 
perpetuate itself with racial nnd poli- 
tical character subslantinlly unchanged 
is tho cause ot'Wnr", he declared. 

Between Canada and tho Unlletl 
Slates, he point dcout, freedom of eco- 
nomic e.xchnngo and niovcmenl of po. 
pulation would be most advantageous, 
but political consequences appear so 
disturbing that no such . arrangement 
seems possible. 

Canada has spent millions of dol- 
lar.'? to lower the cost of transportation 
and so encourage spociailziition. This 
means trade with other political units, 
which involves danger In case of war 
or economic quarrels. 

Jn the United Stales, specialization 
is feasible, since the country Is so large 
that e.xchango of products between 
various specialization areas still come 
under the same political tlnlt, and so 
involves no political risk; 

. .Europe's- Trade :^olIcies 

In a brief .siiniinat'on of European 
trade pol cles, Mr. Sandwell pointed out 
that a country can only pursue a iioKcy 
of economic nutionulism in proportion 
to Its population and resources. 

The main difficulty of economic na- 
lionalism for Canada lies in the fact 
tlinl her population is too siniill in 
comparison with her resources. Kx- 
tc'nslvc manufacturing would raise 
prices und lower the standard of living. 
It would be possible if Ihc North Amo- 
rican continent were one political unil, 
or if tlic Rrltish Kmpiro were one poli- 
tical unit. Mut ill ncllhcr ca.sc would 
tlii.'i iiieiiii ecoiiuiiiii: nationalism fur 
the Canadian nation.

rr WAS rcviiilly .MUiounood by one of 
the momi-'er> 0I' tiio new Quebec Cabinet 
that th? Dnplt>hi.< Government was lining 
up & new civil service scheme for all Pro- 
vincial emiiloyees. This idea is highly 
commendable, for the civil service of a 
government is one of the most imoortant 
features in planned governmental econ- 
omy and a well run state. 

However, we have seen what 
happen to the best organized civil ser 



tems — one Liberal and one Con.<ervative. 

Recently we have been told by mem- 
bers of our government that all the crooks 
and grafters of the old regime are being 
dismis^d and that a new set of upright 
and loyal citizens is being recruited. This 
is particularly true of the Provincial 
Police. But is this wholesale dismissal of 
old civil sen-anrj: as ?traightforward as it 
is made out to be? Are these old employees 
being ousted merely to make place for party 
supporters? There is the current tale of 
the janitor of the Quebec Court House 
who was reemployed after a rest of forty 
odd j'ears while the Liberals held sway. 
Such tactics are to be scorned in any sys- 
tem that boasts of being either efficient 
or fair. 

When the statemeni? concerning the 
new ci^-ll service plaiij; made by the various 
members of the Ix-gi.^lature are analyzed 
it will be realized that there is a great 
deal to Ih- done, but how much of it is 
bsing done';' We are told for example 
-that the old provincial police were crooked, 
Wt-re tilt tool'- (if u vicious and malignant 
irroup ol" piuicicj-ati; and politicians. Im- 
mediaidy ;JI ihc iriem't:>er^ of '.he i'urce 
ware di.smissed and a new group hired. 
Why was this done instead of using "che 
Koyal Canadiaii Mounted Police for pro- 
vincial v.'ork j..'^ IF d"ue in six of ihs 
Canadian provinces iocfay. This system is 
not only more efficient, &nd le.«s confu«ing-. 
but is a great deal cheaper and freer from 
political tampering. The answer seems ob- 
vious. Those ill charge hesitate to remove 
such a brancii of administration from their 
iramedial ;- (.:ontr.'l.

•mment. Jii- all aeucirt-menis the same 
conditions exist. True all departments 
eould not be replaced by some other branch 
of either the provincial or the Federal 
Government, but much duplication and 
unnecessary waste couM be avoided. In 
:;many xural districts there is a government 
iagent for the Department of Lands and 
forests, another for the Fish and Game 
Branch, and anotlier for the Streams Com- 
mission. In many caaes these jobs over- 
lap — tiirtt: zneii are covering the same 
district, each doing practically nothing. 
Why are not these positions held by one 
i^pa|[»,<«thus saving two thirds of the cost 
of -amninistf atioii. 

Ill many dirftricit; ihe jx»licy of forest 
adininiritration and game administration 
are left to the local lumber companies or 
game clubs to be carried out according to 
the dictates of the departments concerned, 
yet government off''<''alf: are employed to 
do the Aumc- work. Thus we have not only 
a duplication of government officia's, but 
of government and private officials, re- 
quired by the government — or made 
necessary by poor administration of the 
government — doing the work of one man. 

When riuch" conditionn, are remedi(;d 
and when a fair c;vil senict, based on 
that in, force in Great Britain or in the 
Federal field is established and when small 
political favouritism in done away with in 
the varioufc" departments, then and thon 
only will the tax payers' money be well 
soeut. 'l'i.cij v-i'l iiii variou.-! diipartrnt^nLs 
of tiie govcniiiicnl îloujùsli. Then will th'; 
members of the local Legislature be able 
to t^tand up and claim we have an honest 
.'uid unbiafscd civil sei-vice.
